Destruction of Western Union 
Telegraph Line and Raid

New Tork, May 27.—[Special.]—When the 
Pennsylvania railroad company cut down 
the poles. of the Western Union Telegraph 
company aiong its right of way and reduced 
many miles of expensive copper wire to mere 
junk it took the first open step in a gigantic 
battle which will involve the two greatest 
railroad systems in the United States and 
which will cost somebody many milous of 
money. 

The Western Union was not driven off the 
Pennsylvania right of way merely because 
the railroad company preferred to do busi- 
ness with the Postal Telegraph company. 
The chopping down of poles and the de- 
struction of the wires were retaliatory acts 
pure and simple.. The trouble dates back 
to the determination of George Gould to 
own his own railroad system between the 
Atlantic and Pacific slopes. The minute he 
succeeded in securing an entrance into 


| Pitteburg—which city hitherto had been con- 
trolled exclusively by the Pennsylvania rail- | 


road—he antagonized that great corporation, 
and thereupon began the battle between the 
giants.

: Gould Starts the Battle. 

George Gould owns and absolutely controls 
the immense system involving the network 
of railroads reaching from the Qhio valley to 
the Pacific slope. Within that territory he 
could dictate prices, but his Wabash railroad 
system ended nowhere in particular to the 
eastward, and it was absolutely essential to 
his position that he should reach the Atlantic 
seaboard by an independent line of his own. 
This he proceeded to do by securing control of 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad, which 
gave him an outlet for the Wabash to Mingo 
Junction, which is only a short distance from 
Pittsburg. 

The sympathies of the people of Pittsburg 
were with the Gould interests. They realized 
that it was not healthy for their city in the 
long run to be under the absolute control of 
a single railroad corporation, no matter how 
great, how liberal, and how progressive.

Missing for a Month. 

Charles Noone is a steamfitter, whose fam- 
ily lives at 7219 St. Lawrence avenue. A 
month ago he disappeared and since then 
nothing has beén heard from him. Miss 
Florence Noone, his 19 year old daughter, 
was in ill health at the time and her father’s 
disappearance brought on an attack of mel- 
ancholia. She had been the idol of her 
father and his constant companion from the 
days when she was big enough to carry him 
his dinner pail every, noon. 

Mrs. Noone notified the Grand Crossing 
police station of the disappéarance and every 
day thereafter she sought to cheer her 
daughter with new hopes and with pretended 
reports of the progress the detectives were 
making in locating the missing man. But 
no word really came from the police and 
after a time even the mother’s cheerfulness 
grew forced. The girl sat all day long at 
the window watching, and day by day grew 


more listless. 


Last Saturday she was induced to take a 
walk in the fresh air and after her return 
home she sank into a state of exhaustion. 
On Sunday a high fever developed and on 
Monday, when the end seemed near, Mrs. 
Noone inserted the second personal in 
anewspaper. Tuesday morning the girl died. 
No word has been received from Noone, nor 
has any trace been found of his. where- 
abouts.

Noone was once @, prosperous workman 
t part in the affairs of 


date from the building trades lockout. He 
was opposed to the radical stand of his 
union brothers on the sympathetic strike 
proposition and several times remained loyal 
to his employers when his organization 
struck. This estranged him from his union, 
and soon he found it difficult if not impos- 
sible to secure employment. 

As the husband was unable to support his 
family at his trade, Mrs. Noone became a 
trained nurse and bore the main burden of 
the household's maintenance. Noone was 
last employed at the Pullman car works, 
having finished his job there two days be- 
fore he disappeared. Mrs. Noone fears that 
he has been the victim of foul play or that 
his mind has broken down from the strain of 
the fruitiess search for permanent employ- 
ment. 

In the hope that the advertisements may 
reach him or some friend who knows his 
whereabouts, the funeral service will not be 
held till Friday morning.

Judge Grosscup Tells Re-

“ Until the court is further and differently 
informed the claims of the Union Traction 
company under the ninety-nine year act 
must be regarded as a valuable asset of that 
corporation.

“If the court on further hearing holds them 
to be valid, the rights of the company under 
them will be sustained by the full power of 
the United States government until the 
court of last resort has passed upon the case.

Act Presumed to Be Valid. 

The opinion is in repsonse to the request 
of the receivers for advice. It sets forth: 

That as it stands now the ninety-nine year 
act is presumed to be valid and in force and 
can be attacked only on constitutional 
grounds or under the plea that subsequent 
acts of the companies have voided it; the 
manner of its passage cannot be considered 
by the court. 

That there can be no adequate conserv- 
ing of the property in the hands of the court 
that does not keep the relative place of this 
act clearly in mind. If the act is valid and 
applicable it is fundamental to the railway 
present vested property inter- 

That the rights under it might be waived 
by joint action of the stockholders and bond 
holders, but in no case by the receivers. 

That as the case is bound finally to get to 
the United States Supreme court it would 
be well for the stockholders and bondhold- 
ers, On one side, and the city, on the other, to 
unite on a mode on intervention by which } 
the act could be got before that court next 
fail, as delay would be bad for both the city 
and the companies. 


Court Must Protect 


Rights.

Grover Cleveland Suggests That Labor 
Carry a “White Flas of Trace” in 
its Parades — President Roosevelt 


| Says That Neither Plutoctacy Nor 


Mob Can Rule in This Country— 
Booker Washington Tells Negroes 
to Be Humble and Simpiec. — 


Three notable contributions to current 
thought on the three conspicuous problems 
before the public were made yesterday by 
Theodore Roosevelt, Grover Cleveland, and 
Booker T. Washington. 

The former president spoke in a letter ad- 
dressed to a Tennessee labor leader in which 


tng tollers: “ Carry. a white flag of truce in 
your parade.“ 

The president's utterance was before a host 
of 20,000 people at the Columbia Garden in 
Butte, Mont., taking for his text the senti- 
ment that neither plutocracy nor mobs could 
rule in this country, and that all men must 
be amenable to the mandates of the law. 

The great spokesman for the negro race 
declared in his annual report to the trustees 
of the Tuskegee institute down in Alabama 
that the black man must be simple and hum- 
ble in order to have the world appreciate his 
good characteristics. 


ADVICE TO LABOR.) Carry 
BY : a White Flag 
GROVER CLEVELAND, ‘of Truce. 


H. C. Collins, chairman of the Labor day 
celebration at Knoxville, Tenn., wrote to 
ex-President Grover Cleveland for some sug- 
gestion which might be made a feature of 
the day. Last night he received the foll 
ing significant reply: 

I have received your letter asking me to 
make some suggestion concerning à de- 
sirable display for your celebration of 
Labor day. I am much interested in fair 
and peaceful relations between employed 
and employer, and desire above all things 
that there should be an end to the unfortu- 
nate quarrels and misunderstandings 
which have so often occurred between 
these elements of our social systems. 

I hesitate to make any suggestion in the 
line which you present to me, but I should 
be glad to know that your parade carried 

| some banner indicative of the laboring 
man’s desire to preserve peaceful relations 
with those who employ labor. 

I wish it might enter your minds, if con- 
sistent with your situation, to carry in 
your parade some insignia which means 
peace, something like a white flag of truce. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT.) Never Rule. 


President Roosevelt addressed 20,000 peo- 
ple ih Butte, Mont., last night. He spoke 
as the guest of the Labor and Trades assem- 


| bly and talked straight from the shoulder on 


“ Good Citizenship.” He said: 

Ours is a government of liberty through 
and under the law. No man is above it, 
and no man fs below it. The crime of cun- 
ning, the crime of greed, the crime of vip- 
lence are all equally crimes, and against 
them all alike the law must set its face. 

This is not and never shall be a government 
of the plutocracy or the mob. It is, as it 
has been and as it will be, a government 
of the people, including alike the people 
of great wealth, of moderate wealth, the 

people who employ others, the people who 
are employed, the wage worker, the lawyer, 
the mechanic, the banker, the farmer, in- 
cluding them all, protecting each and every 
one if he acts deeently and squarely, and 
discriminating against any of them, no 
matter from what class he comes, if he does 


obey the law. 

While all people are foolish if they violate 
or rebel against the law, wicked as well as 
foolish, but all foolish, yet the most fool- 
ish man in this republic is the man of wealth 
who complains because the law is adminis- 
tered with impartial justice against or for 
him. His folly is greater than the folly of 
any other man who so cemplains, for he 
lives, and moves, and has his being because 
the law does in fact protect him and his 


property. 

We have the right to ask every decent Amer- 
ican citizen to rally to the support of the 
law if it is ever broken against the interest 
of the rich man, and we have the same right 
to ask that rich man cheerfully and gladly 
acquiesce in the enforcement against his 
seeming interest of the law if it is the law. 

Incidentally, whether he acqulesces or not, 
the law will be enforced. Whoever he may 
be, great or small, at whichever end of 
the social scale he may be, whether Ais of- 
fense take the shape of a crime of greed and 
dunning or whether it take the shape of 
physical violence, if it is an offense against 
the law, it must be stopped, and, if need be, 
punished.

The order of dismissal reads: A. W. Mach- 
en is this day removed from the position of 
general superintendent of the free delivery 
service. His removal is made by reason of 
malfeasance on his part un the dischargeiof 
the duties of his office.”’ 


Bristow States the Case. 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow this afternoon issued the following state 
ment: 

“Mr. A. W. Machen, general superin ten 
ent free delivery service, was arrested at 
1 o'clock today. He is charged with re 
ing bribes amounting in all ta about $22,000 
in connection with a contract held by Grol 
Bros. of Washington, D. C., for a patent 
‘fastener used on street letter boxes, known 
as the Groff fastener. The postoffice depart 
ment in the last ten years has used about 
$140,000 worth of these fasteners, and it is 
shown by ample evidence that for the last 
three years at least Mr. Machen has been 
receiving 40 per cent of the amounts paid 
to the Groffs. The transaction of the bag 
ness was conducted by Diller B. Groff, whe 
controls the patent of his brother, Saniuel 
M., a policeman.” 


Postmaster General’s Statement. 

Postmaster General Payne lost no time 
in communicating the news to the pubis, 
summoning the newspaper men and saying? 
“Mr. Machen is now under arrest u 
building. He has received a large sum of 
money from the contractors who supply the 
government with certain articles. The 
amount he is charged with receiving is over 
$20,000. The department will make a state 
ment later in the day as soon as it can de 
prepared. 

Subsequently Mr. Bristow gave out the 
statement already mentioned. 


ö Speaks of the Charges. 

Later the postmaster general made the fol. 
lowing supplementary announcement: 

I suppose everybody knows what occurred 
here today. There is no more to be ald 
cept that civil suit will be instituted to pee 
cover the amount which Mr: Machen 
charged with taking. This is supposefl to be 
about $22,000. An order has been issued for 
the arrest of Diller B. Groff and Samuel, A. 
Groff, the parties from whom the box fasten- 
ers were purchased. 

The department has no doubt whatever 
of the sufficiency of the evidence. The man 
agement of this case and the securing of the 
evidence was creditable to the fourth assist- 
ant postmaster general and his subordinates 
in charge of this particular branch, of the in- 
vestigation. It was as skillfully handled as 
3 with which I ever have had any ex- 

ence. They are deserving of special com 
mendation.” 


Step Taken Deliberately. 

The postmaster general said that the con- 
clusion that there was sufficient proof of 
guilt, proof that would stand the test, was 
reached at 3 a.m. today.

In justice to the majority of the people of 
Alabama it must be said that they condemn 
the practice and heartily desire its abolition, 
and a southern man has charge of the prose- 
cutions. Those who are responsible for this 
awful condition will be punished to the full 
extent of the law. They already are plead- 
ing for mercy and promise to discontinue the 
inhuman practice if they are let of with 
light punishment. They will be made to 
suffer for their; crimes and warrants for 
their arrest have been issued.

DR. NEELY RESIGNS; DR. v. H. Pop- 
STATA IS CHOSEN, 


Appointee Is at Present the Exceutive 
of the Oakwood Sanitarium at Lake 
Geneva, Wis., and Comes Highly In- 
dorsed—Assumes Charge on June 1 
—Old Saperintendent Quits Because 
of Ilil-Health, and Will Move te 
Seattle, Wash.

Dr. Podstata Highly Indorsed. 

Dr. Podstata was not at first disposed to 
consider the invitation to accept the post, and 
it was only after several weeks of insistent 
requests that he gave his d&sent. He has 
made a special study of the treatment of 
mental diseases, and is said to bear a splen- 
did record of service in the state institution 
at Kankakee, as well as at the one in Lake 
Geneva. His appointment was indorsed by 
Dr. Frank Billings, Dr: Hugh T. Patrick, E. 
D. Hulburt, and many others. 

Dr. Podstata formerly lived in o. He 
graduated from the University of Illinois in 
1890. Five years later he received his medical 
degree from the Chicago Homeopathic Med- 
ical college. He at ones entered the competi- 
tive examination and secured appointment to 
the Eastern Hospital for the Insane at Ran- 
kakee as interne.

Handlers Restrained by Their 

‘Leaders Only with Great- 
est Difficulty.

Freight handlers in many of the depots of 
the city showed signs of discontent yesterday 
and an outbreak in two of the big sheds was 
averted with difficulty. - 

The situation grew so serious that President 
Larry J. Curran of the union called a special 
meeting of the joint council of his organiza- 


tion last night and took steps to hold the | 


men in line until next week. 

The managers of the different roads sent 
out their agents to the country towns and 
began ring men to handle the Chicago 
freight should the local men unexpectedly 
drop their work. 
President Curran maintained his noncom- 
mittal attitude during the day, but the other 
leaders of the union were more outspoken, 
many of them declaring that. while they are 
in favor of peace they do not believe they 
can hold the men in line after June 1. 


“Tf the strike comes, sald Curran, 


will come like a thiefin the night. The roads 
have their gatling guns ready, but we will 


let them rust a While and then we will do the | 


firing. 
Admits Inability to Restrain Men. 

In spite of his protests that there will be 
delay he did not hesitate to say that he found 
it difficult to keep down the eagerness of the 
workers to strike. He admitted that they 
would soon be so wrought up that no one 
can stop them. 

This growth of the strike spirit has inter- 
fered with the plans of the leaders. They 
have about concluded that the railroad man- 
‘agers are not going to make any wage con- 
cessions and are welcoming a struggle. 

It was the plan of the freight handlers to 
receive the answer of the managers and 
pay no apparent attention to it for severa! 
weeks. Curran was then to call out the 
handler in the employ of one road and keep 
them out until that road made the conces- 
sions asked, the most important being the 25 
per cent wage increase. 

Bach road was to be taken in turn, and 
Curran believed that the men could gain 
their ends without tying up the entire city 
and jeopardizing the existence of the union. 
His scheme was temporarily sidetracked by 
dhe developments of the day. 

Strike in Kansas City. 

Early in the day the freight handlers of 
Kansas City telegraphed to Curran that 
three members of the Santa Fé shed com- 
mittee has been discharged by that road 
for inattention to business. They wanted 
his permission to strike and this was granted 
them. They were also told that if the road 
did not reinstate the men Curran would 
spread the fight to Chicago. 

The company obtained a copy of the tele- 
gram and made preparations. They asked 
Poljce Inspector Lavin to have a force in 
readiness to guard the freight houses should 
the men walk out. A number of patrolmen 
were called in and heid in readiness to go to 

houses at Twelfth and State streets. 
Curran learned of this and did not order the 
local strike, | 

At noon General Manager F. A. Delano of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road 
went into the freight sheds of that company 
to see the freight handlers’ committee and 
tell it the decision of the roads not to grant 
a 25 per cent wage increase. 
It was declared by some of the freight 
handlers that they had voted to strike at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. This caused the 
men to be uneasy, and when Manager Delano 
arrived at the sheds the committee was not 
present. He decided to speak to the men 
himself. He told them of the reasons for 
the refusal to increase their pay and asked 
them to accept the decision. He said that 
while the ralilroad was not opposed to the 
union it could not under existing circum- 
stances give what was asked. 


Ready to Fill Vacancies. 


“A strike is not desired by the road.“ he 
said, but if it comes we will not treat it as 
we did last year. We will fill the places of 
the strikers and do it at once. Men will 
come in from other parts of the state and 
there will not be a vacancy left.” 

The speech was listened to quietly by the 
men, but after Mr. Delano had left a com- 
mittee was sent to Curran to inform him 
of what had occurred. He hurried to the 
sheds for fear the men would strike before 
he could arrive. , 

„Be conservative, men,“ he said. “ We 
don’t want a strike now. This must not be 
a disorganized movement. If we fight it has 
got to be done right. Don't believe what 
anybody tells you, but wait until you get 
the signal from me. Now, go back to work.“ 

This the men did, some of them reluctantly. 
The feeling shown frightened some of the 
leaders of the freight handlers and a special 
meeting was called as soon as Curran reached 
his offices at Halsted and Van Buren streets. 
It discussed the best methods of quieting 
the men. 

While waiting for the meeting to convene 
Curran. in a rambling way, told of the situa- 
tion as ft appeared to him. 

* We don't want a. strike. and if it comes 
the railroads are to blame,“ he said. ‘‘ We 
will make it a peaceful one and send our 
men to the parks to rest in hammocks. The 

won't bring in a lot of men from out 
of town. Chicago is no place for met that 
kind.” 

Railroads Are Hiring Men. 

News came from labor leaders throughout 
the state that the companies were quickly 
gathering together forces of men to ship to 
Chicago the moment a strike is called. 
These, it is claimed, are men who would not 
fear to do their work.

A close investigation of the 
feeling in the different sheds leads them to 
this conclusion, and even the two flurries of 
today have not changed their views. They 
expect to see peace assured before two weeks 
are passed.” 


MORE PAY FOR STOCKYARDS MEN 


Unskilled Laborers Secure 18 1-2 Cents 
an Hour and a Ten Hour 
Day. 


Danger of a general strike at the Union 
stockyards disappeared last night when the 
packers and the labor leaders of the district 
formulated a new wage scale of 18% cents an 
hour—ten hours a day—for the unskilled men 
employed in the slaughtering houses. 

The new scale was a compromise, but it 
adds over $500,000 a year to the pay rolls of 
the firms. It lifts the wages of the men to 
the highest standard paid that class of labor 
by any important industry that keeps ita 
unskilled men busy the year around. 

In the past the laborers have been re- 
ceiving from 15 to 17% cents an hour for ten 
hours’ work a day. Three months ago those 
employed in Omaha demanded 20 cents an 
hour, and by a strike obtained it. The fever 
spread to Chicago, and the 10,000 men here 
asked for a similar scale. 

The packers, when the request was made, 
demurred on the grounds that the new rate 
was unreasonable. Several meetings were 
held, and finally yesterday afternoon after 
a long but friendly debate they settled upon 
a mutually satisfactory schedule of 18

SAYS NOVAK ASTED MONEY 


BROKER SULLIVAN MAKES THE 
CHARGE TO GRAND JURY, 


Man Whose Office Was Raided Repeats 
His Aécusation Against the Alder- 

man and Is Ordered to Present Two 
Witnesses Who Are Said to Have 
Knowledge of the Alleged Bribe 
Soliciting — Mills, Man of Marital 
Entanglements, Indicted. 


George T. Sullfvan’s charges that Ald. 

Edward Novak solicited a bribe were made 
to the grand jury yesterday. After telling 

his story Sullivan was directed to secure the 
uttendance on the jury this morning of two 
men who are said by the broker to be able 
to corrogorate his testimony. 

Sullivan's statement to the jury was similar 
to that which he made after the raid on his 
brokerage offices in La Salle street last Sat- 
urday, the same resulting in his indictment 
for “‘ bucket shopping.” 

In brief, it was that the alderman had 
sent for him, and that he, accompanied by 
two employés, visited Novak at the latter's 
office. Novak its alleged to have said that he 
could “fix it” so that the impending raid 
would not materialize, and to have made a 
proposition that in consideration of a pay- 
ment of $1,500 to hand, and further payment 
of $200 a month, he would protect the 
broker from police interference, |

My offices were raided because I would 
not submit to an attempt to extort a bribe. 
If I had paid an alderman $1,500 in cash and 
a monthly bonus I would have been saved 
from arrest. I would not consent to this, 
and the visit of the police to my office was 
probably to teach me a lesron. That alder- 
man is Edward J. Novak of the Tenth ward. 

My first dealing with Novak was over 
the telephone. He called me up and asked 
if he might see me. I told him to come to 
my office. He talked with me alone and told 
me 4pat if I wanted to keep the police away 
thai would have to come to him.’ I knew 
what he meant, but there was no one in the 
office for a witness, so I continued the matter. 


Tells of Cash Demand. 

Sullivan said that the next day he went to

the ministry, 10 printing presses, and 91 hos- 
pitals and dispensaries, which treated during 
the year 290,108 patients. 

The board sent out to the forelgn field 142 
missionaries, sixty-six of whom were re- 
turning to their fields and seventy-six were 
newly appointed. ‘This is the largest number 
ever sent out in a single year. Even with 
the large retnforcements many fields are 


| still needing workers. The board has under 


appointment for the new year fifty-six new 
missionaries.

For the six successive years the board re- 
ports no deficit.

George Gould is the heaviest stock- 
holder in the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, which ran ite wires over the Pennsyi- 
vania railroad right of way. 

Curiously enough, the contract between the 
telegraph company and the railroad prac- | 
tically was the only one of its umd which the 
Western Union company knows of. It was 
an old contract, and required the Western 
Union company to remove its poles and wires 
upon six months notice after the expiration 
of its contract. The relations between the 
two great corporations has been so cordiat 
that the existence of this clause in the con- 
tract actually had been forgotten. In all 
other contracts between the telegraph com- 
pany and the railroads there are naturally 
provisions for the termination of the con- 
tract under certain conditions, but im no case 
is the telegraph company actually required 
to remove its property within a certain speci- - 
timo. 

t was a matter of surprise to the telegraph 
officials, therefore, when a year ago they 
were notified that their contract with the 
Pennsylvania company would expire on a 
Specified day. They took it as a matter of 
course, and wrote the usual letter proposing 
a renewal of the contract on the same old sat- 
isfactory terms. Much to their surprise an 
answer was received from the rallroad com- 
pany that it did not propose to renew the 
contract with the Western Union on any 
erms, and requiring the telegraph company 
to remove all its property from the railroad 
right of way within six months.

This is the situation up to date in one of 
the greatest railroad wars ever conducted by 
the mere power of money. There has been 
no rate cutting, but the loss of millions upon 
millions in the value of securities, and this 
loss was still going on until yesterday after- 
noon.

It is a 
clash of powerful railroad interests, such as 
this country has not seen for many a long day. 

So far as the Western Union Telegraph 
company is concerned, its fight has largely 
been transferred to the courts. If the Penn- 
syivania railroad company was not justified 
in destroying the telegraph company's prop- 
erty it will have to pay for it. That isa mere 
matter of money, and readily can be adjusted 
when the courts make a final decision. The 
Pennsylvania's action was dictated by a de- 
sire to retaliate upon Gould, and to that ex- 
tent it was a success, because in spite of the 
disclaimers of the telegraph officials it is, 
evident their service was seriously crippled 
by the summary ejectmient from the Penn- 
sylvania right of way.

There has been a complete understand- 
ing between Senator ana and President 
Roosevelt for six months and perhaps for 
a longer time as regards the nomination 
of the president in 1904. Senator Hane 
has said positively over and over again 
he would not be a candidate and that 
should be glad to give his support to 
president. Under the circumstances, 
was a little*bit like sharp practice for 
some Ohio politicians to attempt to force 
the senator’s hand and compel a demand 
for the nomination of the president by the 
next state convention. There is no reason 
why his nomination should not be recom- 
mended by the convention, and on the 
other hand there was no particular reason 
why au attempt should be made to put 
Senator Hanna in a corner and cast ‘an 
imputation upon his good faith. The fail- 
ure to agree to a resolution favoring the 
-président’s renomination after it was once 
“proposed would be taken by some to sig- 
nify that Senator Hanna might withdraw 
his support from the president at the last 
moment. 

The discussion has theoretical rather 
than practical value. It is evident the peo- 
ple of Ohio themselves want Mr. Roose- 
velt to be nominated and are heartily in 
favor of the resolution to that effect which 


a number of such resolutions have already 
been passed and that others will go through 
state conventions as fast as they assemble, 
there is no reason why Ohio at this time 
should fail to join in the hallelujah chorus, 
One thing may now definitely be pre- 
dicted.

On the other hand, measies and whooping 
cough ate usually made licht of and re- 
garded as necessary ailments of childhood 
from which children will recover, and yet 
during the week twelve persons died of 
whooping cough and eighteen of measles. 
Probably it will be found that nearly if not 
all of these deaths were those of adults, 
for, while a child may have these diseases 
with impunity, they are specially danger- 
| ots for “ grown ups.” . 
The health department wisely sounds a 
note of warning about ice. Much of our 
ice comes from lakes adjacent to the city, 


hotels and boarding houses. Last summer 
there was much typhoid fever at these re- 
sorts, and as the sewage seeped into the 
lakes their water became contaminated. 
The honest ice dealer will look out for dis- 
honest ice and protect his customers, but 
the customers also should look out for them- 
selves, for contaminated ice easily reveals 
itself. Even “ distilled ice” is not always 
made from distilled water, We are begin- 
ning to think it seldom is. “ Skim milk 
masquerades as cream,” as Little Buttercup 
V don the whole, the health department’s 
report is encouraging.

Nothing affecting his personal honor was 
ever laid to his door, but he excited the ill 
will of his messmates by resenting the in- 
dignities to which he was subjected at their 
hands and complaining about them. The 
commander in chief denounces the indigni- 
ties as intolerable, and punishes the com- 
mander of the regiment for having winked 
at them.
